different times. About two years and a 
half »J{o ho closed a career of several 
yenrs luccossful business rathe/ abruptly 
and left the city in a somewhat embar- 
rassed state and under v ry peculiar 
clfcumstanecs. At that time there was 
a woman in tho case, and tho opinion 
prevailed that, but for the wiles of tho 
fair one, Goorgo might have pursued 
hl» business without interruption.
